do this day, in accordance with chapter one hundred and

The objects of this society shall be to promote 
fellowship among its members; to advance 
Ohisets.

ARTICLE II. 
MEMBERSHIP.

Sect, 1. a Secretary, a Treasurer, a Librarian, and 
Officers. a Board of Censors consisting of six mem= 
bers. The President, Secretary and Board 

of Censors shall constitute a Board of Directors. 


In the absence of any officer his place may be 
Sect.

The officers shall be elected by ballot at the 
first regular meeting of the Academy in each ¢a- 
lendar year.
